There  seems  to  be  some  differences  of  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not 
our  subject  hao  a  middle  name.  The  bible  of  Margaret  Rae  Cameron, 
mother  of  James  Rae,  contains  the  name  of  James  Rae,  born 
27  April  1842.  The  Scots  Ancestry  Research  Society  of  Edinburgh, 
Scotland  used  the  name  James  Rae  in  connection  with  their  tracing  of 
the  Cameron  ancestry  in  Scotland.  From  these  facts  we  can  right¬ 
fully  ASSUME  THAT  JAMES  CAMERON  HAD  A  MIDDLE  NAME,  RaE,  BEING  NAMED 
AFTER  HIS  MOTHER’S  MAIDEN  NAME.  I  BELIEVE  THE  BIBLE  OF  MARGARET  RaE 

Cameron  gives  the  authentic  date  of  James  Rae's  birth  in  1842  ano  not 

LATER  AS  SOME  THINK.

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HISTORY  OF  CAMERON 


The  name  Cameron  is  of  great  antiquity  in  Scotland  and  is  or  pure 
Celtic  origin.  It  may  be  spelleo  Cameron,  Cambron,  or  Cambrun.  Some 

WOULD  DERIVE  THE  NAME  FROM  THE  GAELIC  'CaM-SHRON1  OR  WRY  NOSE  OF  AN 
EARLY  CHIEF.  IT  WAS  NOT  UNTIL  THE  FIFTEENTH  CENTBRY  THAT  WE  FIND  THE 
TERM  ’THE  ClaNCAMROUN'  WRITTEN. 

The  Clan  Cameron  is  sometimes  described  as  'fiercer  than  fierce¬ 
ness  itself’.  It  has  been  the  misfortunes  of  the  Camerons,  as  well 
as  other  Highlanders,  that  so  much  has  been  made  of  their  feuds,  and 
so  little  of  the  reasons  for  them.  Recent  historians  recognize  the 
fact  that  the  origin  of  many  feuds  was  economic  rather  than  personal. 
Their  ’country’  proved  inadequate  to  support  an  increasing  popula¬ 
tion.  They  were  virtually  compelled  to  live  by  the  sword  in  order  to 

KEEP  POSSESSION  OF  THEIR  LAND  WHICH  AT  THE  MOST  WAS  A  VERY  LIMITED 

AREA  • 

The  House  of  Lochiel  is  the  chief  house  of  the  clan.  A  notable 
chief  was  Sir  Ewen,  born  in  1629.  Sir  Ewen's  grandson,  Donald,  was 
known  as  the  'Gentle  Lochiel'.  He  will  ever  be  honored  as  one  of  the 
outstanding  personalities,  was  of  a  gentle  nature  and  endeavored  to 

AMELIORATE  THE  HORRORS  OF  WAR  AS  FAR  AS  POSSIBLE.  He  IS  SAID  TO  HAVE 
saved  the  city  of  Glasgow  from  being  pillaged  during  its  occupation 
by  the  Jacobite  army  in  l7*+5» 

The  Camerons  of  Scotland  have  been  honored  in  song  and  poem.  They 
received  a  tribute  from  Sir  Walter  Scott.  At  the  present  time  there 
is  a  Clan  Cameron  Society  with  headquarters  in  Glasgow. 

The  tartan  of  the  highland  people  is  ancient  in  origin,  the  out¬ 
come  of  Celtic  love  of  color.  In  modern  times  it  appeared  as  district 

TARTANS,  THEN  IF  MORE  THAN  ONE  CLAN  WAS  IN  A  DISTRICT,  THE  SECOND  CLAN 
ADDED  OTHER  COLORS  OR  VARIED  THE  ARRANGEMENT.  AnO  SO  ORIGINATED  THE 
FAMILY  TARTAN.  WHEN  A  TARTAN  WAS  CONSPICIOUS,  IT  WAS  NECESSARY  TO 
OEVISE  A  DARKER  TARTAN  FOR  HUNTING,  AND  DRESS  TARTANS  WERE  DESIGNED 
TO  DISTINGUISH  CLASSES  IN  THE  CLAN.

1813.  He  served  in  a  company  commanded  by  Capt.  William  T.  Cullum  in 
the  regiment  commanded  by  Col.  Sumatt  under  General  Gano,  He  received 
his  discharge  at  or  near  Detroit,  Michigan  in  March  l8l4.  He  settled 
in  Ripley  County,  Indiana  some  20  years  before  25  November  1850  when 
his  wife,  Sarah,  applied  for  a  pension.  The  officer  said  James  was 
one  of  the  best  citizens  and  his  widow  was  entitled  to  full  pension 
credit.

Mary  (Clark)  McKee,  wife  of  Joseph  was  born  29  May  1819  in  Sussex, 
England  and  died  17  May  1906  in  Summerfield,  Kansas  and  is  buried  in 
Mission  Creek  Cemetery.  Mary's  parents,  Charles  and  Charlotte
